aelis, Syrians agr 
disengage forces 


JERUSALEM (AP) - Israel and 


Syria concluded a separation of forces 
agreement today after Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger won a major 
Israeli concession on Palestinian guer- 
rilla attacks. 


The concession was not spelled out 


immediately. 


Premier Golda Meir is to announce 


the agreement tonight, Israeli and Syr- 


ian commanders will sign the pact in 
Geneva in a few days, and the fighting 
is to stop and prisoners on both sides 
freed at that time. 


At the United Nations in New York, a 


U.N. spokesman said the United States 
had informed the world body that Is- 
rael and Syria had agreed to disengage 
their forces on the Golan Heights front. 


The spokesman said if requested the 
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United Nations could shift troops from 
the U.N. Emergency Force standing 
between Egyptian and Israeli troops in 
Sinai to man a buffer zone between the 
Syrians and Israelis on the Golan 
Heights. 


Unofficial 
Israeli informants said 


1,250 U.N. troops would set up the buf- 
fer and that it would be one to four 
miles wide. They said it would stretch 
from Mt 
Hprmnn 3'"™° fhs G^lsr 


Heights, including the abandoned Go- 
lan capital of Quneitra and a strip 300 
yards west of the wrecked town. 


They said on each side of the buffer 


the armies would be reduced in two 
corridors, each six miles wide. In the 
front line corridor, troops would be 
limited to 6,000, with 75 tanks and 36 
short-range cannon. In the deeper zone, 
each side would be restricted to 450 
tanks, with no long-range artillery or 
antiaircraft missiles, they said. 


Despite the lack of official confirma- 


tion, newsmen were invited to Mrs. 
Meir's office to drink a toast with Kiss- 
inger. 


"It's 
all wrapped up," said one 


source close to Kissinger's negotia- 


tions. "It only needs the cabinet to ra- 
tify it and that is a formality." 


Israel's state radio said the dis- 


engagement pact would be signed by 
Israeli and Syrian delegates in Geneva 
at the end of this week. 


Mrs. Meir's cabinet met early this 


morning to discuss the pact, then 
scheduled an afternoon session during 
which it would decide "yes or no," ac- 
cording to an Israeli government com- 
munique. It said the decision would be 
final. 


Information Minister Shimon Peres 


told newsmen he expected the an- 
nouncement would be in "very general 
terms." 


Meanwhile, Israeli officials said Mrs. 


Meir may quit office in the next 24 
hours and turn over the government to 
Premier-Designate Yitzhak Rabin. 


Rabin won approval for a new coali- 


tion cabinet Tuesday night from Mrs. 
Meir's Labor party. He announced to 
President Ephraim Katzir that he was 
ready to take over with a new govern- 
ment that left oujt Defense Minister 
Moshe Dayan and some of Israel's most 
familiar faces. 


Irish strike ends 


BELFAST, Northern Ireland (AP) - 


The Protestant extremist Ulster Work- 
ers' Council today suspended the 15- 
day-old strike that paralyzed Northern 
Ireland's economy and brought down 
the British province's government. 


Jim Smyth, spokesman for the coun- 


cil, said strikers were being told to re- 
turn to work because "we don't feel 
there is any point in prolonging the 
hardship." 


But he left open the possibility that 


unless their demands were met the 
strike will begin again. It has been sus- 
pended, not called off completely, he 
said. 


Smyth said there would be a phased 


return to work, and that heavy industry 
could not resume until Monday because 
sufficient power would not be available 
until then. However, the council sent 
some utility workers back to work 
today. 


In London, Britain's administrator 


for Northern Ireland, Merlyn Rees, 
said Britain will negotiate only with 
elected representatives and not with 
the strike leaders. 


"I shall give no concessions or nego- 


tiations to people attempting to change 
the political situation in this way. That 
is firm, and I have the firm support of 
my colleagues on this," he said. 


Rees said a "short-term solution" to 


the constitutional crisis would be for 


civil servants to run the provincial gov- 
ernment, but eventually power sharing 
by Protestants and Catholics would be 
"the only way out of the Northern Ire- 
land problem." 


He spoke as Prime Minister Harold 


Wilson prepared to meet with his cabi- 
net to discuss ways to solve the crisis 
in Northern Ireland, prompted by the 
resignation Tuesday of Protestant 
members of Chief Minister Brian 
Faulkner's Executive, the provincial 
government. 


Strike leaders wanted an end to 


Northern Ireland's first attempt at 
sharing power between its Protestant 
majority and its Roman Catholic mi- 
nority. They got it, at least tempora- 
rily. 


Catholic members of the Executive 


refused to resign, but a British govern- 
ment statement said th6 provincial ad- 
ministration could not function without 
Protestants. 


In London, political sources said 


Prime Minister Harold Wilson was des- 
perately anxious that power-sharing 
should continue in the embattled prov- 
ince. 


Wilson called a meeting of senior 


ministers to consider a way out of the 
crisis. 


When the coalition took office Jan. 1, 


it was heralded as a political organ to 
end centuries of feuding between Cath- 
olics and Protestants in the six count- 


ies. Politicians saw its downfall as a 
major and perhaps fatal setback to 
Britain's elaborate peace plan. 


One solution available to Wilson un- 


der the Constitution Act of 1973 would 
be for Britain to nominate a caretaker 
government of politicians willing to 
serve along with senior civil servants, 
businessmen and labor union leaders. 


This seemed unlikely to satisfy Pro- 


testant militants, however. Their main 
demand is for new elections to the Pro- 
vincial Assembly, which they believe 
would reimpose Protestant rule in the 
province. 


A spokesman for the Ulster Workers' 


Council, which organized and is coordi- 
nating the - strike, said the protest 
would continue until strikers are given 
assurances that new elections will be 
held. 


Nevertheless, the strikers backed off 


their threat completely to shut down 
essential services. They restored house- 
hold gas supplies today, said electric 
power supplies would be kept at a safe 
level and sent men back to operate wa- 
ter and sewage systems. Bakeries and 
dairies were told to resume normal de- 
liveries. 


The militants' grip on industry con- 


tinued unabated, however, with Bel- 
fast's giant shipyard and Europe's 
largest concentration 
of man-made 


fiber plants all idled. 


500,000 Italians stage protest 
against violence by Fascists 


ROME (AP) —More than half a mil- 


lion Italians demonstrated today 
against Fascist violence, while left- 
wing extremists attacked rightist tar- 
gets with bombs, stones and fire in 
various cities. 


All activities from industry to the 


stock market were idle in a half-day 
nationwide strike called to protest the 
bomb attack which killed six and in- 
jured 94 during an anti-Fascist rally in 
Brescia on Tuesday. 


Unions and all parties except the 


rightist Italian Social Movement joined 
in organizing mass rallies in all Italian 
cities. Police estimated more than 
500,000 persons marched in demonstra- 
tions held from the Alps to Sicily. 


Police said order prevailed as a 


whole. But in Rome, Milan and other 
cities they reported squads of leftist 
youths roamed through the streets and 
attacked anything and anyone they 
linked with right-wing extremism. 


In Milan, dozens of youths threw 


gasoline bombs and stones at cafes 
where right-wing extremists like to 
meet. They set one cafe afire and fled 
before police rushed to the scene. 


Other groups hurled two gasoline 


bombs at the Milan offices of the Span- 
ish airline Iberia, shattering the win- 
dows and setting furniture afire. 


It was the third attack against the 


Iberia office in two months. The Span- 
ish airline became a target of leftist 
anger following reports that rightist 
extremists wanted by police have found 
refuge in Spain. 


Police clashed with youths trying to 


raid the offices of Candido, a rightist 
Milan-based magazine whose head- 
quarters were destroyed by an explo- 
sion in 1972. Four policemen were in- 
jured in today's clash. 


In Naples, unidentified persons at- 


tacked the apartment of a member of 
the Italian Social Movement, the party 
heir to the shattered dreams of Fascist 
dictator Benito Mussolini. Police said 
the assailants hurled gasoline bombs 
then fled. 


A group of demonstrators raided the 


premises of a rightist Naples club 
wrecking the furniture. 


In Rome, angry leftists staged at- 


tacks on the offices of the Italian Social 
Movement and at the cars of the move- 
ment's members Tuesday night. Dam- 
age was reported to be light. 


Some demonstrators hurled gasoline 


bombs at the downtown headquarters 
of Premier Mariano Rumor's Christian 
Democratic party while shouting slo- 
gans accusing Italy's dominant politi- 
cal group with connivance with right- 
wing extremism. 


Police said they suspected the bomb 


that went off in Brescia on Tuesday 
was planted by right-wing extremists. 


Besides leading to the nationwide 


general strike, the explosion brought 
denunciations from the nation's lead- 
ers, and Pope Paul VI called it "the 
barbaric use of blind violence." 


The bombing was indicative of a 


growing trend toward terrorism in 
Italy. Only some of the rightist or left- 


ist urban guerrillas have been caught, 
and when there are arrests, they usu- 
ally are accompanied by doubts, de- 
bates and even violence on whether 
those apprehended are the guilty ones. 


"Public opinion is increasingly los- 


ing confidence in authority," an Italian 
journalist remarked after the Brescia 
incident. "The strategy of tension pur- 
sued by extremist groups has been 
challenged only meekly so far." 


The extremists, 
or "extra- 


parlamentari" in Italy, pursue the 
same ends for different ideologies. 
Some groups are said to be heavily 
armed. 


On the right are the ones who dream 


of the glory days of Fascist dictator Be- 
nito Mussolini. On the left are doctri- 
naire fanatics who consider the Italian 
Communist party a "bourgeois" outfit. 


Both the right-wing Italian Social 


Movement party and the Communist 
party always have disassociated them- 
selves from the extremists, but both 
have been accused of favoring the birth 
of extremists groups and then losing 
control over them. 


As for the man in the street, many 


questioned wanted "strong action" by 
the government against extremists — 
but not like in the first terrorist bomb- 
ing of recent times. 


Alabama sheriff arrests 
opponent in primary 


COLUMBIANA, Ala. (AP) -Sheriff 


C.P. "Red" Walker has arrested his 
opponent in a primary runoff election, 
plus a probate judge, two reporters and 
three others on charges of conspiring to 
murder or maim him. 


Arrested Tuesday on charges of con- 


spiring to assault with intent to commit 
murder or maim were: Shelby County 
Coroner Billy Thompson, Walker's op- 
ponent in the June 4 primary; F.L. 
"Sonny" Dorough, Thompson's cam- 
paign manager; Probate County Judge 
Conrad M. Fowler; Ron Casey and 
John I. Jones, reporters for the Bir- 
mingham News, and Tug Parker and 
Charles "Cowboy" Benson. It was not 
immediately known who Parker or 
Benson were. 


The charges were not explained, but 


Walker told newsmen the warrants 
were drawn up after sufficient evidence 
was presented to a magistrate. Walker 
did not name the magistrate. 


Casey and Jones said Tuesday night 
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that they had been investigating allega- 
tions concerning the operation of the 
Shelby County jail. They said they ap- 
proached Walker with the evidence 
they had accumulated, and he made an 
appointment to meet them at a restau- 
rant in Alabaster. 


The reporters said Walker met them 


at the restaurant and accused them of 
trying to harass him prior to 
rurunoff. They said he then produced 
two warrants, and arrested them on the 
charges cited. 


All those arrested were reportedly re- 


leased on $1,000 bonds. 


The two reporters said a number of 


citizens signed for their bonds. 


After their arrest, the reporters were 


put into an unmarked car and taken to 
Columbiana, where they spent about 
three hours in the county jail, they 
said. 


Judge Fowler said after his arrest 


that he had "no awareness of any basis 
for any of the charges whatsoever" 
against himself or any of the others.

Fulbright bumped in 
primary; Morse wins 


Fast-rising political newcomer Dale 


Bumpers ran away with the Arkansas 
Democratic senatorial nomination and 
ended the 30-year career of J. W. Ful- 
bright, one of the leading powers in 
American foreign policy. 


The two-term Arkansas governor ran 


up almost a 2-to-l victory margin 
Tuesday over Fulbright, who has been 
chairman of the powerful Senate For- 
eign Relations Committee for 15 years. 


At the same time Bumpers was 


streaking onto the national scene, 73- 
year-old Wayne Morse was winning the 
Democratic senatorial nomination for a 
political comeback in Oregon 


Morse, who like Fulbright was a 


leading Senate critic of U.S. Vietnam 
policy, will meet Sen. Robert Packwood 
in the fall. Packwood, who ousted 
Morse after 24 years in the Senate in 
1968, was unopposed for the Republican 
nomination. 


In Kentucky, another of the Demo- 


cratic new faces, Gov. Wendell Ford, 
won the party's nomination to chal- 
lenge Republican Sen. Marlow Cook in 
November. Both scored easy victories 
over token primary opposition. 


Just four years ago, Bumpers had 


been a school board member and city 
attorney in Charleston, Ark., a town of 
1,500. But in 1970 he upset former six- 
term Gov. Orval E. Faubus in the Dem- 


ocratic primary and went on to oust in- 
cumbent Republican Gov. Winthrop 
Rockefeller. 


Assuming instant status among the 


nation's Democratic governors and 
winning re-election in 1972. Bumpers 


Morse 
Bumpers 


was recognized by party leaders as one 
of the rising new faces. 
. "I must be easily deceived because at 
no time did I detect such an over- 
whelming majority for the governor," 
Fulbright said after the landslide be- 
came evident. 


At a victory party in Little Rock, 


Bumpers told supporters he also was 
surprised by the size of his win, al- 
though pre-election polls had forecast 
the victory. 


Bumpers, 48, had called for new lead- 


ership in Washington to deal with prob- 
lems such as inflation, energy, federal 


fc 


spending and post-Watergate political 
clean-up. Fulbright stressed his senior- 
ity and experience, but at 69 said he 
would "cheerfully accept" retirement 
if that was the voters' verdict. 


With 2,626 of the state's 2,786 


precincts reporting, Bumpers had 
345,801 votes, or 65 per cent, to Ful- 
bright's 187,718, or 35 per cent. 


Morse, who was voted out at the 


height of his anti-Vietnam war effort, 
used the related theme of usurpation of 
constitutional power by the President, 
but said "the numbers of us opposed to 
it are increasing." 


"If I'm sent back to the Senate, I'm 


going to pick up where I left off, and 
that's the worst news for (President) 
Nixon that anyone could send to him," 
Morse said. 


In the Arkansas Democratic guberna- 


torial primary, former Rep. David H. 
Pryor, 39, of Little Rock held a bare 
majority of 51 per cent. Faubus was in 
second place with 33 per cent, followed 
by Lt. Gov. Bob Riley. Pryor must stay 
above 50 per cent to avoid a runoff. 


In the Oregon gubernatorial race, 


state Sen. Victor Atiyeh scored an up- 
set victory over Secretary of State Clay 
Myers in the Republican primary, 
while former state Treasurer Robert 
Straub led a field of 10 Democrats.

Plea made for

of lawn lights 


MADISON, Wis. (AP) -The natural 


gas industry pleaded Tuesday to keep 
the lawn lights burning, but said it 
would abide by a ruling against further 
installation of the outdoor fixtures. 


Utilities and their customers told a 


Public Service Commission hearing 
that outdoor gas lights provide security 
and decorative illumination. 


"If our lights are removed, we will 


have to go to the huge expense of in- 
stalling electric lights," Mrs. Laurel 
Sherman, resident of a fashionable 
Lake Geneva subdivision, testified. 


The hearing involved a review of 


methods of conserving natural re- 
sources. Industry spokesmen said the 
outdoor fixtures represent less than 
one per cent of their gas sales. 


Utility spokesmen acknowledged that 


outdoor lamps have high sales appeal 
because of their ornamental value. 
They urged the commission to avoid 
defining the security value of the fix- 
tures. 
" The commission was told most users 
of outdoor gas lights pay a flat rate and 
are not charged on a metered basis, 
i Donald R. Franzman of Eau Claire, 
Representing Northern States Power 
Co., 
said his utility would agree to 


cease installing the lights but would 
object to being forced to turn off lamps 
already in use. 
: His firm has 76 customers with the 
fixtures, he said. Many have asked that 
service be cancelled, and 49 continue 
operating, he said. 


Leo H. Brodzeller, officer of Madison 


Gas and Electric, said he has five gas- 
light customers, with about half the 
fixtures duplicating electric street 
lighting.

home canning. . .freezing 


POST-CRESCENT FOOD EDITOR 


Never since the days of Victory gardens have so many plots of ground been 


tilled, so many seeds been planted or so many edibles been transplanted. 
Tomatoes, potatoes, onions, cucumbers for pickles, squash in variety, melons, 
peas, carrots, pole beans, string and wax, lettuce, turnips and beets. These and 
many other vegetable favorites have been made a vital part of American Life 
Style 1974. The little backyard garden patch for pleasure has grown to farm 
garden size on borrowed or rented lands when the yard became too small for a 
real vegetable production this year. 


This "back to the earth" movement belongs to the Fox Cities area as much as 


to other parts of the country. "How does your garden grow" has become a 
meaningful topic of conversation these days with the whole family sharing the 
scene, finding that serious gardening can be fun as well as work. 


A result of all this fervor is that the Home and Garden bulletins of the United 


States Department of Agriculture have become best-sellers- so much so that 
they keep going out of print. Another result is that classes on home canning and 
freezing in the kitchen-lecture room at Outagamie County Courthouse are 
crowded. A recent class, held on a stormy day, brought out more than 100 
women and a few men. The clamor for a night session, especially by the male 
contingent of the County, brings another session July 9 at 7 p.m. in Room 1 of 
Outagamie County Annex, the Elm Street entrance side. 


As for the booklets on home canning and freezing, the home economists in 


the Outagamie office say they have about 400 on hand- all free for the asking 
until the supply runs out. Single copies also may be purchased from the Office 
Communications, U.S. Department of Agriculture, Washington, D.C. 20250. 
Most of them cost 35 cents per copy. The subject matter covers the food 
preservation field with instructions plain and clear, even for the newcomer to 
food preservation. There's one on the home canning of meat and poultry, fruits 
and vegetables, the freezing of fruits and vegetables, poultry, meats and fish 
There's another on the making of pickles and relish in the home and one on how 
to make jellies, jams and preserves. 


For the home garden enthusiast, the newcomer or the old-time canner and 


food preservation expert, these are excellent reading, according to home 
economist Alice L. Schultz with the University of Wisconsin Extension at 
Oufagamie 
County Courthouse. It was Mrs. Schultz, assisted by home 


economist Cindy Chase, who presented the canning-freezing program and 
demonstration. Mrs. Schultz canned carrots, using the pressure canner for 
processing, and prepared strawberries for freezing o- her kitchen demonstra- 
tion. 


She also gave some excellent advice, framing her talk on canning procedures 


in general and highlights of freezing techniques. Then-came the answering of 
questions, which she accomplished with dexterity and specifics. A few times 
Mrs. Schultz had to steer the questions away from the subject of pickling so that 
the canning-freezing field could get covered. "That's a subject all by itself," she 
said, " and we could discuss this ever popular topic forever." 


There were questions on the use of the oven for canning, the use of what she 


called "one-trip" quart and pint jars, open kettle, canning for fruits and 
vegetables and the boiling water bath method for processing meoi.. TK 
questions came even after she had explained carefully that these were and are 
and ever will be the wrong way to can. They all invite disaster. 


In spite of the way grandma used to do it, or even mama, the secret to safe 


home canning is to make sure the foods receive adequate heat treatment. "This 
prevents spoiling and ana1 formation of a toxin that causes botulism food 
poisoning," Mrs. Schultz explained. "Although not very common, botulism is 
almost always fatal; proper canning procedures will heat the food enough to kill 
the bacteria that produces the toxin." 


Her message was clear: follow the rules, the instructions from A to Z. Here is 


where the 1 974 booklets come in with the important rules all there. The USDA 
recommends two types of food processing at home in the canning area.- the 
boiling-water bath and the pressure canner. Remember, the pressure canner is 
different from the ordinary pressure cooker," Mrs. Schultz said, explaining that 
she and her staff are ready to check out any canner at the office. Simply bring 
in the canner top or cover with the guage intact and the home economists will 
run a check on it. 


In the boiling-bath method, food-filled jars are heated thoroughly, sterilized 


and sealed in a large canning kettle of boiling water. "Be sure the canning kettle 
is deep enough to cover the prepared jars adequately; if it does not have a rack, 
place a piece of terry toweling in the bottom of the canner.1 In general, she 
pointed out, this boiling-water method is recommended for foods with a high 
acid content, such as tomatoes, pickles, or fruits in a heavy syrup.

the boiling-water bath or pressure 
canner. "Remember that the screw tops 
may be used over and over again, from 
year to year, as long as they have n^ 
rusted, but the seal lids must be 
replaced every year." Also, the screw 
tops stay on the processed jar only until 
the food is ready for storage, processed, 
sealed and cooled. "Take .liem off and 
use for other other cans during the 
season," she said. 


Another important point in canning 


was the proper processing of the seal 
lids. "Don't do it your way," Mrs. S. 
warned, follow the manufacturer's 
directions to make a perfect seal and 
avoid food spoilage. ' 


Basic steps to home freezing are three 


important ones, namely, use only 
quality fresh products because freezing 
doesn't improve quality; prepare foods 
under sanitary conditions; use only 
approved packaging materials, those 
manufactured for home freezing. 


Remember that freezing does not kill 


the organisms which cause spoilage as 
does canning; it merely stops their 
growth temporally. Thus, all vegetables 
must be blanched or scalded and some 
should be parboiled. The one exception 
is green peppers. 


Use anti-darkening agents (ascorbic 


acid) for certain fruits to prevent dis- 
coloration. Berries may be dry packed 
without sugar, if desired; fruits may be 
either dry packed with sugar or in 
syrup whether in puree form, cut or 
whole fruits. 


Packaging important to freezing. 


First, the food must be packed air tight, 
then fastened air tight. Every package 
must be labeled as to amount, date and 
content to keep any sort of inventory. 


Place newly packaged food in coldest 


section of freezer (against outside walls 
rather than in center) until hard frozen; 
maintain zero degree temperature in- 
side the freezer; use frozen foods (this 


is why packages usually represent one 
meal servings) within specified storage 
period. Another good idea is to keep a 
check on the freezer itself, the cords, 
plug-ins and temperature. A freezer 
will hold the food usually for 24 hours 
with no current, Mrs. Schultz told her 
listeners. 


An interesting freezing tip Mrs. S. 


gave her audience was the freezing of 
decorative fruits, dabs of whipped 
cream or small toppings for later use. 
Flash freeze on a pan, then, when frozen 
hard, these individual toppings or 
decorations may be packed easily in 
proper containers for freezer. The 


. storage boxes should be marked and 


dated for easy access when needed. 


It all seems to add up to one impor- 


tant step— follow precisely the direc- 
tions as they all are laid out in one- 
two-three order in the canning arid 
freezing booklets. Then remember Mrs. 
Schultz' admonition: 


"There are no short cuts for canning, 


so avoid all 'trick' methods. Adequate 
heat treatment is the only saie 
procedure. 


"As for freezing, it's not difficult to 


be 
successful. Just 
follow 
the 


directions. 
There's 
a 
reason 
for 


blanching all vegetables (immersing in 
boiling water bath for a specified time), 
then chilling in ice water bath before 
packing (leaving head room or expan- 
sion room) into cartons or containers 
designed for frozen food storage. 


"There's a reason for learning how to 


wrap meats properly in freezer wrap 
and securing with freezer tape. The 
proper wrap keeps the meat cold ana 
protects it from freezer burn. Meats 
from the supermarket and destined for 
short-term storage in the freezer or 
meat keeper should be rewrapped," 
Mrs. 
Schultz said in summarizing her 


points on canning and freezing the 1974 
way.

CHICAGO — An energy-conscious 


consumer who is shopping for a new 
room air conditioner this summer 
should look for a number rating desig- 
nated as 'HER.' 


It means Energy Efficiency Ratio and 


is calculated by dividing the BTU per, 
hour of cooling by the wattage of the 
unit. Thus an 8,000 BTU model which 
uses 850 watts has an EER of 9.4 but one 
of the same cooling output which uses 
1,300 watts has an EER of 6.2 and would 
be less efficient. 


"Most new room air conditioners will 


prominently display EER information 
provided by the manufacturer or cal- 
culated by dealers from data provided 
under an home appliance manufactur- 
ing program. 


It provides for room air conditioner 


cooling capacity and wattage to be 
verified by independent laboratory tests 
and certified by the AHAM," said 
Guenther Baumgart, president of the 
appliance industry's national trade or- 
ganization. 


"Later this year and during 1975 we 


expect EER information to be widely 
displayed and clearly understood and 
used by consumers. This combined ef- 
fort by industry, government and the 
public — together with proper care and 
wise operation of units already in use - 
can substantially reduce home energy 
demands without severely affecting 
consumer enjoyment of room cooling," 
Baumgart said. 


Even before you begin to shop for a 


room air conditioner, however, you 
should determine how many BTU's of 
cooling you need and what 'size' unit 
you should buy. Many dealers, or the 
.appliance industry association, can help 
by providing a Cooling Load Estimate 
Form upon which you can make a few 
simple measurements (such as size of 
room, number of windows, etc.) to de- 
termine if you need a 5,000 BTU unit, for 
example, or one that produces 12,000 
D i US. 


According to the industry executive 


you may have to pay slightly more for a 


room air conditioner with a high EER 
due to generally increased material 
costs and to product improvements 
which have been made to increase ef- 
ficiency. 


"However, as electrical costs con- 


tinue to go up the saving in operating 
expenses will offset much of the higher 
initial price," Baumgart said.

Weeds are food source 


Take a weed to lunch. This advice —a 


switch from dousing them with pes- 
ticides or hacking with a hoe —is based 
on the fact that the wild plants in 
backyards and nearby fields can be 
potent aids to nutrition, good health and 
balanced budgets. 


According to author James Daniel in 


the current issue of a national 
magazine, chickweed, high in vitamin 
C, can be cooked quickly with wild 
mustard and served as a green vegeta- 
ble. Dandelion leaves make excellent 
salad greens; stinging nettle, high in 
protein, can be dried, crumbled, and 
used as a meat stretcher. 


Weeds — more charitably called 


"volunteer plants" or "wildlings" —are 
defined as any plants that grow unbid- 
den in a cultivated area. Yet these 
uncultivated species constitute 99 per 
cent of the plant kingdom, and among 
them are many other food sources rich 
in nutrients. 


In fact, studies by the U.S. Depart- 


ment of Agriculture compared nine of 
the commoner wild vegetables with 
cultivated garden plants for which they 


could substitute, and found they had 62 
per cent more protein, 150 per cent 
more calcium, 81 per cent more vitamin 
C and 186 per cent more vitamin A. 


Concern over crop blights, such as the 


one that threatened corn a few years 
ago, makes examination of now-uncul- 
tivated food sources important. Ac-

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Further declines due 
in school enrollments

Appleton public school enrollment will 


decline next fall to below 14,000 students, 
if May enrollment projections prove to be 
correct, Jerome Boettcher, director of 
operations, said Tuesday night. 


A recent survey of commitments to 


attend the public schools' next fall 
showed that there would be 127 fewer 
students than in September, 1973, or 
close to the actual 124-student loss 
between September of 1972 and Sep- 
tember of 1973 


The enrollment has declined in recent 


years after reaching a high of over 14,300 
students. The official enrollment last fall 
was 14,048, and the projection for next 
September is 13,921. 


One of the trends that is starting to 


appear is that certain elementary school 
attendances are declining, probably 
because students there are now is secon- 
dary schools, Boettcher said. 


The trend could bring about drastic 


boundary changes or "the time may 
come when we have to close another 
school, besides wjackson," he said. 


He also noted the upgrading and addi- 


tion. 


The decline in elementary enrollment 


apparently will continue next fall, as 
Boettcher said he expected a 295-pupil 
loss next fall compared with a 236-pupil 
loss a year ago. 


The .junior highs' enrollments are ex- 


pected to increase by 45 students, com- 
pared with a 42-student gain last year, 
and the senior highs', up 117, compared 
with 71 last September. 


Twelve elementary schools are ex- 


pected to lose students, Highlands is ex- 
pected to stay the same, and Columbus 
and Johnston are expected to gain 
students. 


The biggest enrollment declines are 


expected at Jefferson, 76, Foster, 59, and 
Lincoln and Franklin, 43 each. Jefferson 
and Franklin were among the biggest 
losers a year ago. 


At the secondary level, Roosevelt and 


Wilson junior highs are expected to lose 
students, including a 31-student drop at 
Roosevelt, and Madison and Einstein 
junior highs are expected to gain, 
including 50 at Madison, bringing its 
enrollment to nearly 1,100. 


Again, West High will gain students, 98 


by the May project to 1,057, and East 
High will gain 5 to 1,689. School officials 


Effort to deny 2 
tavern licenses 
dies in committee

The Appleton Welfare and Ordinance 


Committee, with the recommendation of 
the police department, approved 80 
tavern licenses for renewal Tuesday. 
One alderman's attempt to deny two of 
them died for lack of a second. 


Aid. James Schreiter (5th) wanted to 


deny license applications from Sarge's 
Gold Cushion, 519 W. College Ave., and 
the Rail Inn, 812 S. Oneida St. 


Other committee members said they 


didn't like what was going on at the two 
establishments, but felt there was not 
just cause to deny them licenses. 


Schreiter withdrew his motion to deny 


but said he might bring it up again when 
the committee's recommendation goes 
to the City Council for action next week. 


During lengthy debate, some alder- 


men argued that the two operations 
should not be allowed to continue 
because of the rowdy business and 
complaints they attract. 


Others, however, argued that while 


there were complaints against Sarge's 
for noise, and a raft of lawlessness at the 
Rail Inn, neither establishment had done 
enough to warrant taking away its 
license. 


Police Chief Earl Wolff ran through a 


list of thefts and brawls that had oc- 
curred at the Rail Inn in recent weeks, 
but said none of the trouble was clearly 
the fault of the operator. 


And in addition, the proprietor was 


now reporting such outbursts to police, 
something he hadn't been doing before. 
The police department recommended 
granting a license. 


City Atty. David Geenen said the com- 


mittee would be "hard press all either 
the reported noise at Sarge's or the 
brawling at the Rail Inn cause for 
revocation of a tavern license. A legal 
challenge by either proprietor could be 
successful, he said. 


Aid. Delmar Schwaller (16th) said 


policing of the two maligned taverns 
should be done by the tavern industry. He 
noted that other retailers successfully 
police themselves. 


Both Schreiter and Aid. Walter Kalata 


(2nd), however, said that sounded like 
mob tactics or a call on other tavern 
operators to take some people "out in the 
alley and beat them up." 


Kalata supported Schreiter's call for 


denying licenses to the two establish- 
ments, but he could not second the mo- 
tion because he was chairing the meeting 
after Chairman Peter Beckley (10th) 
left.

No decision yet on remodeling

The long-running Outagamie County 


Courthouse remodeling project was 
renewed for at least another two weeks 
Tuesday night when the County Board 
sent the remodeling plans back to com- 
mittee.

Tuesday, the AEC said the incidents in- 
cluded a few involving "significant 
property damage" at two plants and 
release into the atmosphere of radio- 
active material from two other sites. 


However, the agency said only one 


nuclear plant employe was injured and 
none of the reported incidents posed 


xany threat to the public's health and 
safety. 


Of the 861 "abnormal occurrences," 


472 were considered insignificant in 
terms of damage or safety hazards, 371 
were rated as potentially significant. 


Eighteen of the incidents were called 


directly significant — 12 resulting in 
release of radioactivity offsite. But ac- 
cording to the AEC, "none of the 12 in- 
volved the release of amounts of radio- 
activity above permissible limits." 


All 42 of the nation's operating nu- 


clear power plants and 22 others under 
construction reported at least one "ab- 
normal occurrence," defined as "some- 
thing other than an incident of normal 
operation," an AEC spokesman said. 


The report said 11 of the 12 cases of 


escaping radioactivity occurred at the 
Quad Cities Unit No. 1 in Cordova, 111, 
while the 12th happened at the Pali- 
sades Plant of Consumers Power Co. in 
South Haven, Mich. 


The commission spokesman said the 


rate of release of the radioactive mate- 
rials was too high but that the total 
amounts released were well within per- 
missible limits, causing no health or 
safety hazard to the public. 


Also among the directly significant 


occurrences were two in which "sig- 
nificant property damage" resulted at 
the Consolidated Edison Indian Point 
No. 2 plant, 40 miles north of New York 
City, and the Surry No. 1 plant at 
Gravel Neck, Va. 


The Surry plant was the site of the 


single reported employe injury, but on 
a different occasion than the property 
damage. An AEC spokesman said the 
employe suffered facial cuts and 
bruises when there was a failure in an 
access hatch in the personnel airlock 
connected with the reactor containment 
vessel.

Clerk Robert Jacobs argued that

Unkefer argued that it was not Stroh-

This has led to 
confusion and disruption of our market 
economy," he said He called inflation a 
major domestic problem and a world- 
wide phenomenon He said about 60 per 
cent of the hike in the cost of living in 
the United States last year was attribu- 
table to fuel and food prices 


"No single policy can stop these kinds 


of inflationary pressures," Steiger said 
"The Federal Reserve Board can res- 
trict the growth of the money supply, 
and Congress can pass budget reform 
legislation Such actions will increase 
our ability to cope with inflation, but 
they won't provide the economic 
stability we all desire " He said a sys- 
tem of guidelines for wage and price 
increases could be developed, or other 
government controls could be reim- 
posed But the controls caused as many 
problems as they were supposed to 
correct, Steiger said, and he is also 
opposed to them because they are "a 
threat to liberty and are inappropriate 
to our democratic system " 


Rather than adopt any of those 


measures, Steiger hopes the voluntary 
restraint will work

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Mr. Schreiber waits 


Young Lt. Gov. Martin Schreiber, who may well be the 


most junior of the long line of men who have held the less 
than arduous No. 2 place in the line-up of state constitutional 
offices Of Wisconsin, is maintaining a busy schedule of 
travel and political speechmaking as another election year 
advances. 


But he has not yet declared himself as an aspirant to the 


second term as the reserve governor of the state and 
presiding chairman of the state senate, although there 
appears to be no doubt in the minds of most Democratic 
party operatives about his intentions. His reluctance to 
declare what is obvious in his busy travel itinerary 
doubtless relates to two factors. 


Under the constitutional amendment that became effec- 


tive with Mr. Schreiber's election four years ago, he no 
longer is lieutenant governor as a sepaidtely chosen and 
independent political officer. He is a part of the executive 
"team", running with his party's gubernatorial nominee, 
and getting precisely as many votes as does his chief. 
Always before the No. 2 man in the constitutional line-up in 
Madison stood on his own feet politically, spoke for himself, 
his own platform, and his own aspirations. Whether the new 
tandem arrangement is wise, or superior, may be disputed. 
The only argument ever advanced for it was the claim that 
the governor should have in reserve a surrogate upon whose 
loyalty and good faith he could rely in the event of absence 
outside the state or in other emergencies. 


Mr. Lucey has not yet declared himself. There is no 


pressure upon him to do so, for nobody in his party appears 


• to have any serious doubt about his intentions. Meanwhile, 


Mr. Schreiber has the less than exciting duty of presiding 
over the desultory debates in the state senate, and travelling 
about to accommodate such campaign dates that his senior 
partner cannot acknowledge. When the governor makes his 
declaration, perhaps at his party's convention a month 
hence, the lieutenant governor will acknowledge quickly 
enough his own "availability" for a new term and the title of 
heir presumptive to the gubernatorial nomination of the 
Democrats in distant 1978. Whatever fortune holds for him, 
history may record that he occupied the least demanding 
elective office in the state capitol hierarchy for a longer 
time than any other. 


Behavior modification a problem 


Child molesting is an offense that is particularly repug- 


nant to most Americans. It exploits the innocent and it 
involves sex. Our attitudes toward sex waver between our 
so-called permissive society and our heritage of Victorian 
standards and puritanism. Even in prisons, the child 
molester is either ostracized or in danger of physical harm. 


But the child molester is sick primarily. How can his 


illness be halted or even cured for the protection of society? 
Is just shutting him up the answer? 


Psychologists at the Connecticut Correctional Institution 


are trying something else. It has aspects of Clockwork 
Orange and therein lies its problems. 


Fifteen child molesting repeaters volunteered for the 


program and so far nine of them have been paroled. None 
has yet repeated his offense or been in any way in trouble 
with the law. But the program is under attack from civil 
liberties groups since it definitely raises the spectre of 
government thought control. 


The volunteers are shown pictures of naked children and 


a low electric shock crosses their fingertips. It is adminis- 
tered by a hand-held little black box that uses batteries to 
produce a current of one-half a milliampere at 100 volts 
This is extremely low. Others who have tested it feel no 
pain, just a strong desire to withdraw. 


The program does not stop with the shock. Inmates are 


put under hypnosis and taught to associate objects they fear 
-such as heights or spiders -with pictures and thoughts of 
children. On the other hand, pleasurable thoughts are 
related to adults on a sexual level. 


Behavior modification techniques have been used 


increasingly in volunteer programs dealing with such issues 
unrelated to crime as smoking and the fear of flying. It goes 
beyond the psychoanalytic aim of solving problems by 
enabling the patient to recognize it and accept it. There has 
been considerable 
laboratory research in behavior 


modification using animals and some with human volun- 
teers. The possibilities seem immense. 


This is part of the problem. In whose hands should such 


programs be? By whom and under what circumstances 
should decisions be made? Government has a way of getting 
in control and volunteer programs become compulsory 


The Federal Law Enforcement Assistance Administration 


this year terminated more than 400 behavior modification 
projects after pressure from civil libertarians who fear their 
extension and abuse. One reason is the argument that there 
are no real "volunteers" in prison. Another is that such 
programs, ably and moderately conceived, will disintegrate 
into oppression when faster results are wanted. 


But there are dangers if such programs are not developed 


The American Psychological Association suggests that if all 
behavior modification programs are prohibited there "will 
result a regression to outmoded, unsystematic forms of 
inhumanity in prisons that have characterized society's past 
treatment of its criminal offenders." 


The American prison system has a tremendous task and a 


number of factors prevent it from accomplishing what is 
supposed to be its responsibility - rehabilitation of of- 
fenders and protection of the rest of society. Lack of funds 
and imagination, too much reliance upon the past and the 
difficulties of dealing with emotional outcasts, trying to 
apply unproved theories, all contribute. The American 
system of justice is not a great success and our crowded 
prisons are proof. But how far do Americans trust govern- 
ment in handling behavior modification even of obvious 
threats to the rest of society?

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Highway/ bridge arguments enlightening 


MADISON - The state Senate during this 


term is not likely to win any awards for the 
quality of its floor debates. But the lively if brief 
argument a few days ago about bonding for 
highway and bridge improvements was one of 
the usefully enlightening discussions of the 
year. 


That the politicians are tempted to resort to 


costly bond issues to accommodate pressures 
for justified highway construction and notably 
for major bridges because they know that the 
highway user this year won't accept higher 
taxes on his automobile needed to be said. 


That the alternative is costly in the extreme, 


requiring in most instances an ultimate tax 
liability of twice the amount that would be 
involved in the pay-as-you-go system of long 
tradition, also needed to be said. 


But such truths do not demonstrate that the 


legislature ought to be oblivious to the demand 
for major highway improvements of manifest 
need, as some other senators appeared to 
conclude. The unpleasant reality is that the 
march of price inflation is so strong that every 
month of delay literally involves painful 
increases in the outlays for such demonstrably 
needed investments. 


As. Sen. Jerome Martin explained with his 


customary brevity, the prospective cost of a new 


Sturgeon Bay bridge in his district has^lready 
advanced by $2 million since the legislature 
authorized it a few years earlier and designated 
it for highest priority. 


Some senators derisively described the 


proposed bridge construction priority list for 
the $42 million bond issue attached to the budget 
revision b;!! as a "perk barrel." The suggestion 
was that the measure was deliberately con- 
trived to attract votes of legislators who could 
not resist a project desired by a substantial 
number of their home district voters. 


Doubtless such motivation figured in the 


maneuvering. As Robert Knowles, one of the 
senate seniors, put it succinctly: a bill that 
contains even an oblique promise of recons- 
truction of three major bridges in his district 
that ought to be replaced is entitled to the vote 
of that district's representative. 


The derisive criticism of some senators was 


especially tasteless because of the eagerness of 
such opponents to earmark huge portions of 
other state government spending for the 
aggrandizement of their own constituents. 


The legislature has had no more eager 


exploiter of the pork barrel, to illustrate, than 
Sen. Fred Risser as champion of University of 
Wisconsin and state office building complexes 


in his city of Madison. Nor would he pretend 
that he is indifferent to election day dividends. 


The success of such maneuvering remains 


uncertain. Probably the best that the bridge 
champions can expect is authorization of a few 
of the high priority spans that were listed in the 
original bonding program without challenge 
four vears aeo but sidetracked when the bond 
receipts were swiftly eroded with escalating 
materials and construction prices. 


But there is here a dividend in political 


education, for those who reflect upon it. 


The state's rulers have been intoxicated by 


the ease of their financial situation during the 
last two years. More goodies have been passed 
out than during any other term in the history of 
the commonwealth. The state should have been 
able to meet legitimate needs out of current 
revenues, as Gov. Patrick Lucey acknowledged 
when he pointedly turned down additional 
building requests for state institutions earlier. 


Other considerations supported his stand, 


including evident stabilization and very likely a 
reduction in higher education enrollment, as a 
major example. Yet the highway needs issue 
won't go away. Unless price inflation subsides, 
'as nobody predicts, the bridges will be 
authorized at another time at yet higher cost 
through long term borrowing.

Dictionaries not 
necessarily right 


It is one of the curious contradictions 


of literacy that the less you know the 
more you respect such works as dic- 
tionaries and reference books. The as- 
sumption of the semi-literate is that if 
something is stated as a fact in a dic- 
tionary or reference book, it must be 
"right." 


But*there is nothing automatically 


"right" about such works. Some of 
them are absolutely terrible, and there 
is as much difference among dic- 
tionaries as there is among barbers. 


A couple of years ago I castigated the 


newly published "Webster's Dictionary 
of Proper Names," put out by the 
Merriam-Webster Co., as one of the 
sloppiest reference works ever to come 
off the press, and cited a dozen ins- 
tances of its woeful inadequacy and 
inaccuracy. 


A few weeks later I did receive a 


letter from one of the editors, owning up 
to the harsh impeachment-but the 
volume was not withdrawn from sale, 
and presumably people are still buying 
(and being misled by) that dreadful 
imitation of a reference work. 


As another case in point, consider 


something called "Laughlin's Fact 
Finder," a large, heavy, expensive book 
of some 700 pages, that "in over 1300 
subject areas. . .puts tabulated facts 
. . . at your fingertips." 


And take one page alone-page 50, 


which pretends to give a listing of 
"Representative Bachelors of Note of 
the Past." In going through this list of 
nearly 100 names of "bachelors" I im- 


mediately found at least a half-dozen 
who were among the best-known 
married men of all time! 


Thomas Carlyle, Benjamin Disraeli, 


Mohandas Gandhi, Karl Marx, and 
Socrates. Would you believe it? 


Carlyle's wife, Jane, is known to 


every English freshman; she wrote 
voluminously and was a great per- 
sonality in her own right. 


Disraeli was perhaps the most 


uxorious politician who ever lived. 
Married to an older woman, he adored 
her, and was disconsolate when she 
died. Every British schoolchild is aware 
of this fact. 


Gandhi was married all of his adult 


life, although he practiced sexual asce- 
ticism. 


Karl Marx married the sweetheart of 


his youth, and they lived all over 
Europe together until his death. They 
had three surviving children. 


And Socrates? Why his wife, Xan- 


tippe, has become the eponym for a 
quarreling and shrewish wife in every 
language of the world.

decision upholding or denying Federal 
Judge Stephen Roth's orders for cross 
district busing across three county 
lines. Right now, the busing issue is 
dynamite in Michigan. United Auto 
Workers Vice President Douglas 
Fraser, a leading liberal, says, "It's not 
enough to be against it. It's who's 
against it most." 


But even if the Supreme Court denies 


cross-county line busing, we still face 
implementation of the Denver rule of 
crosstown busing. This approach - 
crosstown busing within a city to over- 
come housing segregation — was 
approved by the Court last June 21 in 
the landmark case of Keyes v. School 
District No. 1, Denver, Colorado. 
Denver School Superintendent Louis 
Kishhunas believes that the precedent 
will have nationwide applicability: 
"Denver is probably the most open city 
I've seen in terms of housing and op- 
portunities for minority people. If we 
are labeled a dual system, then every 
large system is." With crosstown bus- 
ing scheduled to begin this fall, Denver 
School Board President Frank South- 
worth has announced his anti-busing 
candidacy for Congress —the political 
court of last resort. 


Boston, Oklahoma experience 


Other parts of the country also are up 


in arms. On May 21, Boston's citizenry 
voted 15:1 against busing in an advisory 
referendum, although black leaders 
argue that low-turnout makes the 
balloting meaningless. And out in bus- 
ing-aroused

Republican leaders have told Senator 
Henry Bellmon, who opposed a strong 
anti-busing amendment in the recent 
Senate vote, that continuation of this 
position would be political suicide. 


Conservative strategists see a major 


opportunity. Republican National Com- 
mittee political director Eddie Mahe 
introduced busing into the March 
Congressional by-election in Cincinnati, 
causing a last-minute surge that almost 
put Republican Willis Gradison over the 
top. In Michigan's late April by-elec- 
tion, the Democrat was thrown on the 
defensive over busing and forced to 
come out for a constitutional amgnd- 
ment. 


In April, Vice President Ford re- 


turned to his old Grand Rapids 
Congressional district and — without 
being asked — brought up the busing 
issue 16 times in a 17-minute press 
conference! He later told reporters he 
was trying to set the stage for defeating 
Democratic Rep. Richard VanderVeen 
in November because VanderVeen had 
voted for a pro-busing proposal in the 
House of Representatives. 


Needless to say, liberals deplore this 


sort of politicking as racist and divisive. 
But I think conservatives have the 
soundest case here as well as the best 
politics: Busing is an incendiary failure 
—an incitement to racial tension —and 
those who have foolishly advocated and 
encouraged it should reap the legi- 
timate harvest of blame.

Ecuador and Venezuela are searching 
for ways to manage a heavy flow of oil

Venezuela, which expects its oil 


revenue to quadruple this year, and 
Ecuador, a banana republic turned oil 
exporter, face the enviable prospect of 
having more money than they know what 
to do with 


The not-so-enviable effects have 


included a steady rise in prices of 
consumer goods which last month led 
Venezuela's government to order a 
90-day price freeze and sparked 
Ecuador's military regime to adopt a 
policy of "caution and conservatism" 
aimed at limiting production and export 
01 crude oil 


Already oil income has caused infla- 


tion 


The price of rice in Ecuador has gone 


up from 8 cents a pound before the oil 
boom in 1972 to 16 cents, bread has 
doubled to 8 cents a loaf, milk as risen 
from 12 to 20 cents a quart, and sugar has 
increased from 5 cents to 7 cents 


Black beans, a staple food in 


Venezuela, have shot up from 44 cents a 
kilogram —or 2 2 pounds —a year ago in 
Caracas to 99 cents now, and they are 
hard to find 


A taxi ride from downtown Caracas to 


the working class suburb of Petare has 
gone up from 22 cents to 33 cents 


"We're just not prepared for the 


avalanche —aside from the world 
economic disruption that has taken 
place," a government economist in 
Ecuador says 


Both Venezuela and Ecuador are 


searching for short and long range 
means of handling the bonanza 


These certainly will include vast 


investments m their national economies 
and, 
in Venezuela's case, multi-million 


dollar investments in international 
lending agencies with the funds ear- 
marked for use by Latin American 
neighbors, many of them hard hit by the 
energy crisis 


Venezuela, the world's fifth'rankmg oil 


producer and third largest exporter, 
expects to earn $10 billion this year from 
oil, $7 5 billion more than in 1973 


In Ecuador, Latin America's second 


largest producer behind Venezuela, oil 
revenue accounted for $61 million in 1972 
and may top $300 million this year 


Venezuela's new center left govern- 


ment, headed by President Carlos 
Andres Perez who took over on March 12, 
is expected to pump millions into the 
national economy to promote the lagging' 
agriculture industry, steel and pe- 
trochemicals production and construc- 
tion Investment figures have not been 
revealed 


More millions are likely to be spent in 


the expected nationalization of the 
country's 3 2 million barrel-per-day oil 
industry, operated primarily by sub- 
sidiaries of Exxon, Royal Dutch Shell, 
Gulf, Mobil, Texaco and other foreign 
firms, which claim to hold a $5 billion 
investment 


Even so Venezuela, a nation of 11 5 


million people, will have millions of 
dollars left over from oil earnings which

WASHINGTON-A major oil-produc- 


ing Arab state indirectly but pointedly 
assured the U.S. last week that the oil 
boycott will not be resumed early next 
month even if Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger fails to get final agreement on 
a military disengagement by Israel and 
Syria or stumbles on his next diploma- 
tic steps. 


But that assurance was accompanied 


by this hard warning: the pledge that 
Arab oil will continue to flow even if the 
Syrian-Israeli disengagement turns 
sour totally depends on continued U.S. 
""evenhanoedness" in Kissinger's quest 
for a political settlement of the Middle 
East wars. 


The warning was delivered in a Mid- 


dle Eastern capital in a way calculated 
to maximize its impact on Kissinger 
himself, just three weeks before the 
next meeting of the Arab oil-exporting 
countries. That meeting is scheduled 
for June 11. The first oil boycott, which 
suddenly dramatized the energy crisis 
here, in Japan and throughout the in- 
dustrialized world when it was imposed 
after the fourth Arab-Israeli war started 
last Oct. 6, was lifted on March 18. 


Two refused to go along 


Two of the 10 members of the Or- 


ganization of Arab Petroleum Export- 
ing Countries refused to go along with 
that March lifting of the boycott. One 
was Syria, the focus of Kissinger's 
present diplomacy; the other was 
Libya, a major oil producer which has 
just concluded a sizeable arms deal 
with the Soviet Union. 


What now concerns such moderate, 


pro-U.S. Arab states as Egypt, Saudi 
Arabia and Kuwait is that if Kissinger's 
diplomacy stumbles between now and 
the June 11 OAPEC meeting, Libya, 
Iraq and possibly Syria itself may try to 
force a resumption of the boycott.

Milk may 
be more 
digestible 


KINGSTON, R.I. (AP) -Two Univer- 


sity of Rhode Island researchers said 
today they have developed an inexpensive 
process that may make milk digestible 
formillions of persons whocan't drink it. 


Using an enzyeme process, the re- 


searchers say they have changed lactose 
or milk sugar to two simple sugars which 
can be digested —glucose and gaiactose. 
An enzyme is a protein secreted by body 
cells or made artificially which induces 
chemical reaction in other substances. 


"The milk is four times sweeter than 


the straight-from-the-cow pruduct, but 
is otherwise unchanged and can be con- 
sumed directly, dried or used to make 
other milk-based food products," Dr. Ar- 
thur G. Rand, a professor of animal sci- 
ence and food and resource chemistry, 
said in an interview. "It's caloric value 
remains the same. 


"People tend to prefer a certain degree 


of sweetness, and this enhances it," he 
added. 


Rand said that all babies are capable of 


handling lactose, unless they have an un- 
usual congenital defect. But he said an 
intolerance develops during the preteen 
years for many persons, particularly 
those of Asian or African extract. By 
adulthood, a major-ty of non-Caucasians 
are unable to easily digest lactose, he 
added 


Other attempts have been made to re- 


move the lactose, "but most of them have, 
been expensive and altered the nutritive 
value of the milk by reducing such things 
as vitamins and minerals," Rand said. 
Other processes took too long or produced 
a taste that did not Have wide appeal, he 
said. 


The new process, using comercially 


prepared enzymes, can be performed si- 
multaneously with pasteurization and 
should cost less than a cent a quart. 


James A. Hourigan, a graduate assist- 


ant from Australia who came to the 
Uni- 


versity of Rhode Island to study with 
Rand, said a new lineof products, similar 
to yogurt, can be created by the addition 
of another enzeme. The new product, 
called Miona, can be mixed with fruit and 
takes on muchofthefruit flavor, he said. 


Rand and Hourigan are working with a 


Brown University medical student, Syl- 
via Turner, and Rhode Island Hospital to 
evaluate the lactose-free milk products 
and to study the prevalence of lactose in- 
tolerance in the Rhode Island area. 
Rand's research has been published in 
the Australian Journal of Dairy Tech- 
nology and the Journal of Food Science.

RENTAL FEE SERVICE DEFIES LAW 


Last year, I registered with an apart- 


ment finders service in Chicago called 
American Rentals. They promised they 
would help me find housing within two 
weeks in the $120 to $150 month range in 
the Skokie area. I keep calling them, 
but all they give me are places ranging 
from $250 to $300. They also advertised 
they have apartments for $135 in the 
Skokie area, but when I called right 
after the paper came out, they said all 
the places had been rented to someone 
else. Would you help me get a refund of 
the $25 fee?

• American Rentals apparently never 
gave its address to anyone, according to 
an official of the Federal Trade Com- 
mission. The firm is no longer operat- 
ing, and the principal officers cannot be 
located. The Better Business Bureau 
reports that letters to American Rentals 
remain unanswered and are returned 
with no forwarding address. 


FTC and BB spokesmen say this is an 


old scheme that shows up especially 
when rental space becomes scarce in a 
metropolitan area. In many cases, 
referrals come hot from current but 
from old newspaper ads. They say there 
is no way to get money back for you and 
others. 


No action was taken by federal, state 


nor county prosecutors while the firm 
was operating. The situation illustrates 
the inability of law enforcement agen- 
cies in coping with fly-by-night opera- 
tions of this type. 


RFUND FOR'CANCELLED CONCERT 


My son purchased six tickets for a 


concert, at $6.50 each, through Ticket 
Iron. The concert was cancelled, so he 
returned the tickets by registered mail 
within the 90 days limit specified on the 
tickets. We got a postal receipt showing 
delivery, but we have no refund, even 
after writing Ticketron again.

He says the only data that may 
help is published by the Environmental 
Protection Agency, but he contended 
this still would 
not necessarily be 


accurate because driving and engine 
conditions vary.

Dear Dr. Thosteson: Can a male 


transfer vaginitis from an infected 
female to a noninfected female? If so, is 
there a certain amount of time between 
sexual partners that would be con- 
sidered "safe"? Please answer as soon 
as possible. —L.B. 


I can't tell from your initials whether 


you are male or female, but if you're in 
such a hurry, the quick answer is no 
there's no "safe" interval between 
partners. 


And now to explain why not. 
Vaginitis is an inclusive term wh;>h 


can mean any sort of imfection or 
inflammation of the vagina. That 
includes 
venereal 
diseases. 
The 


venereal diseases are transmitted 
primarily through sexual contact; there 
are other forms of vaginitis which can 
be acquired without sexual contact. Or 
may be transmitted either with or 
without it. 


The commonest vaginitis that is not 


usually considered VD is trichomonas, 
an infection from a micro-organism 
known as a protozoon. Although this 
causes a discharge and irritation in the 
female, the male can carry the same 
infection but have no symptoms. He can 
be totally unaware that he has it. 


. - v.'ue rnaj", »or example, be treated 


and have the trichomomas entirely 
cured. But if her husband (or other 
sexual partner) unknowingly has the 


infection, he will promptly give it back 
to her. Or to some other sexual partner. 


That, infact, is a continuing problem 


among doctors treating trichomonas. 
Too often the husband insists there's 
nothing wrong with him and he refuses 
to be treated when the wife is being 
cured. 


But there is no "safe" waiting time 


between partners. He will continue to 
have the infection and be able to trans- 
mit it. (Remember, though, that 
trichomonas can be acquired other than 
by sexual contact.) 


The opposite situation, we are learn- 


ing, can be true of gonorrhea. The male 
usually (although not always) will 
develop a discharge in about three to 
five days after catching gonorrhea, and 
knows he needs to be treated. Unfor- 
tunately, many (but not all, of course) 
females can have gonorrhea without 
having any symptoms. Such women can 
be a hidden source cf infection for their 
partners. 


In the case of syphilis, a man (same is 


true for women) may not be aware of 


the infection until the chancre (sore) 
appears, and that may not occur for 
several weeks. 


To sum up: If one is going to play the 


field, the only reliable protection 
against passing disease organisms in 
either direction is the condom, properly 
used.

Tax cut 
proposal 
advances 


WASHINGTON (AP) -Senate Dem- 


ocrats are moving ahead with plans for 
a $6.6 billion personal income tax cut in 
the face of new warnings from Presi- 
dent Nixon that the action could fuel 
more inflation. 


Senate leaders said the tax cut propo- 


sal would be called up soon for floor de- 
bate and predicted that it would pass 
their branch. 


But whether the House will go along 


is unclear. 


The President's views were trans- 


mitted to the Capitol in a special report 
of his Council of Economic Advisers. 


The report said a recession now is 


much less likely, and it saw some en- 
couraging signs in the economy, among 
them an expected decline in the infla- 
tion rate later this year. 


It estimated the inflation rate would 


drop to about 7 per cent by the last 
quarter of 1974. The rate was 12.1 per 
cent in the first three months of this 
year, the highest since 1951 during the 
Korean War. 


However, Sen. William Proxmire, D- 


Wis., vice chairman of the Senate- 
House Economic Committee, told a 
newsman "there is no anti-inflation 
program at all in this report." 


"In his current budget, the President 


recommended one of the biggest spend- 
ing increases in history, yet his report 
talks about fiscal restraint," he said. 


Proxmire said "some of the things 


the President recommends would be 
positively harmful." 


He cited the proposal in the report to 


deregulate natural gas, asserting this 
would mean further sharp increases in 
utility bills to consumers. 


Nixon said in the report "we must 


avoid the temptation of tax reduction 
without expenditure reduction," but 
did not recommend any specific gov- 
ernment spending cuts. 


However, the leading Senate tax cut 


advocates contend that this is the way 
to restore some of the consumer buying 
power lost because of irreversible in- 
creases in the price of oil and products 
manufactured with large inputs of 
energy. 


The proposal advanced by Sens. Ed- 


ward M. Kennedy, D-Mass., Walter F 
Mondale, D-Minn., Russell B. Long, D- 
La., and Hubert H. Humphrey,' D- 
Mmn., would give taxpapers a choice of 
an $825 personal exemption or a $190 
tax credit. The present exemption is 
$/ou. 


Mondale says real spendable earn- 


ings are down 5.6 per cent compared 
with a year ago so that "consumer de- 
mand is lagging badly." 


In its report, the council said that 


food and fuel prices are rising less rap- 
idly and that industrial production in 
April was up for the first time in five 
months. The council said that indus- 
trial production should increase at a 
rate of 4 per cent annually after mid- 
year. 


But the report also said unemploy- 


ment may rise to between 5.5 per cent 
and 6 per cent by the end of the year.

MIDDLETOWN, Ohio (AP) -Police 


Chief James Howerton. irate over an 
American Legion Auxiliary policy bar- 
ring handicapped girls from participa- 
tion in Girls State, has mailed in his 
paid-up membership card. 


Howerton, a former Legion post com- 


mander, also wrote a letter of protest to 
National American Legion Commander 
Robert E. L. Eaton of Indianapolis 
Ind. 


Howerton said he took the action af- 


ter reading a news report that the aux- 
iliary did not intend to change its pol- 
icy for this year's "Democracy in 
Action" program June 15-23 at Capital 
University in Columbus. A Columbus 
school teacher had -urged that the ban 
on handicapped girls be lifted. 


An auxiliary spokesman explained 


that the rule against participation of 
handicapped girls was based on the be- 
lief that they would not be able to keep 
up with other girls in the week-long 
exercise in government. 


"As a member of the American Le- 


gion I am returning my paid-up mem- 
bership card as a symbol of protest in 
behalf of those who cannot protest on 


their own," Howerton said in his letter 
to Eaton. 


"If the present policy is allowed to 


stand, I do not wish my membership 
card returned, but I have enough confi- 
dence in the American Legion to be- 
lieve that you will not let this injustice 
continue." 


Howerton also protested that "we, as 


an organization, can condone excluding 
a child with sightless eyes, twisted 
limbs or unhearing ears from partici- 
pating in our form of democracy.

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Americans 
gave up little 
during crisis 


CHICAGO (AP) -Americans didn't 


give up much because of the energy 
crisis, says an opinion research center 
which is a major information pipeline 
to the Federal Energy Administration. 


James Davis, director of the National 


Opinion Research Center, says that 
most Americans didn't use car pools or 
cut down greatly on driving. "What 
they basically gave up was the Sunday 
ride. 


" People did turn down their ther- 


mostats, but orginally they were not 
turned up as high as was thought," 
Davis said. "People were trying to save 
money all along." 


The opinion center was founded in 


1941 and is affiliated with the Univer- 
sity of Chicago. Davis, a professor of 
sociology at the university, says the 
center has been involved with research 
on the energy crisis almost since the 
shortages began last fall. 


He said the center was well equipped 


for immediate research on public opin- 
ion on energy because of an experi- 
mental weekly series of polls called the 
Continuing National Survey, a program 
of research for the federal government 


• "Every week we take a small sample 
of opinions on a variety of topics " 
Davis said. "The theory behind it is if 
something sudden happens we have in- 
terviewers in the field to take a survey 
on short notice." 


Davis said weekly surveys the center 


did for the FEA indicated the public 
did not blame Israel or the Arab na- 
tions for the oil shortage despite the oil 
embargo stemming from the latest 
Middle East war. 
_"Surprisingly," he said, "Americans 
blamed the-government one week and 
the next week blamed the large oil 
companies. 


I "And generally, they opposed gas ra- 
tioning except when given the alterna- 
tive of higher prices, say a dollar a gal- 
lon, in a free market. They shuddered 
at that." 


• Davis said that the center's surveys 


showed that in general people did turn 
down thermostats and most persons 
drove fewer miles per week than before 
the energy problems. "Most people 
said they believed everyone was ob- 
serving the 55 m.p.h. speed limit, but 
we did not ask persons interviewed if 
they were observing the limit," Davis 
said. 


Davis said the center has a reporting 


lag of about four to six weeks on its na- 
tional surveys. He said the weekly ex- 
perimental survey results which would 
reflect current opinion about energy 
problems were not yet available. 


Davis said the opinion sampling for 


the FEA will continue and will cost the 
government about $1 million a year. 


The research center uses 1,500 inter- 


viewers, most of them part time, who 
live in cities across the nation. About 
200 persons in various cities are con- 
tacted for the experimental weekly sur- 
vey, Davis said. 


The weekly program initially was 


funded by the National Science Foun- 
dation but now is mostly supported by 
federal government agencies, Davis 
said.

Nor will I 
judge him as a man in totality on the 
basis of these relatively few hours of 
conversation under such severe pres- 
sure.

Nixon about three weeks ago by tele- 
phone while conducting a crusade in 
Phoenix, Ariz.

Graham said he since has spent sev-

one hour before the meeting. 


Exceptions to the law include judicial

Also exempted are discussions of the 


purchase of public property or inves- 
ment of public funds, labor negotia- 
tions, the discussion of personal finan- 
cial, medical, social or disciplinary

Any motion to hold a closed meethg, 


and the subject to be discussed, must 
be announced to those present at an 
open meeting immediately preceding 
the closed one.

Corrections has also had his differ- 
ences with reformers. 


He said "one of the less satisfying ex- 


periences of my career" was the 1973 
encounter with a governor's study com- 
mission, which stirred controversy by 
recommending prisons be replaced 
with community-based rehabilitation 
centers. 


"Closing prisons is 


notion," Powers said. 


The former Green Bay Reformatory 


warden says his job as state adminis- 
trator has been satisfying, but that he 
has missed the day-to-day contact vith 
inmates "who are the people we are all 
hereto serve." 


Powers said he has not made a final 


decision on a political career, but 'hat 
he does not enjoy having to abandon 
the role of a public servant. 


"I have always been very much irter- 


ested in government," he said. 


An issue which might figure in a 


Powers candidacy involves the state's 
decision, at the recommendatior of 
Democratic Gov. Patrick J. Lucey, to 
sell a newly constructed and unused 
penitentiary in Adams County. 


The institution, designed for young 


offenders, was sold to the federal penal 
system. Powers called it a mistake, 
saying it would have been wiser tc sell 
the state's correctional institution at 
Fox Lake. 


No other subjects may be considered 


at the closed session. 


The bill's signing was witnessed by 


Republican Atty. Gen. Robert W. War- 
ren, representatives of the news media, 
legislators and citizen lobbyists. 


Lucey did not elaborate on his com- 


ments about hoping for further legisla- 
tive action, except to say he hopes the 
1975 
session will rescind a provision 


that allows legislators to use pro- 
cedural rules to meet behind closed 
doors. 


The bill also allows a participant in a 


closed meeting to exempt himself from 
penalty by having the record show he 
attempted to keep the meeting open. 


Under the new law, district attorneys 


may take action against public officials 
after receiving a citizen's sworn com- 
plaint. 


If the district attorney does not act, 


the citizen could go to court himself af- 
ter 20 days. 


For the first time, the state Justice 


Department will be able to intervene. 


The law applies to all governmental 


bodies in Wisconsin except the legisla- 
ture, which is allowed to make its own 
rules. 


The legislature does not currently al- 


low secret meetings except partisan 
caucuses. But critics of the bill said the 
provision cited by Lucey could open the 
door to improperly private decisions.
